Four States Taking Brunt 
Of Season's Polio Attacks

NEW YORK (AP)—Four states 


— Michigan, Texas, Florida and 
California—are taking the brunt of 
this season's polio attack, and late 
reports indicate that Detroit may 
be the hardest hit city. 


However, over-all, the United 


States may be experiencing a rec- 
ord low year for the post-Salk vac- 
cine period. 


The nation showed 2,223 cases 


for the 35 weeks ended Aug. 30. 


And later figures from the Na- 


tional Foundation's Wayne (De- 
troit) County chapter showed the 
case lead had jumped a 356—more 
than the whole state of Michigan 
reported 11 days before. 


Other high states according to 


U.S. Public Health Service totals 
were: New York 111, New Jersey 
110 and Ohio 94.

planes moving safely in and out 
of crowded airports was demon- 
strated Tuesday at the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration 
Building here. 


The CAA will put the device 


into operation at Weir - Cook 
Municipal Airport 
here this 


month on its first full-time as- 
signment in the nation. 


The brain, developed by In- 


ternational Business Machines 
Corp., can keep track of planes, 
figure out when each is due at 
its destination, decide whether 
too many planes are due in at 
once and inform the staff so 
that necessary orders can be 
issued to the pilots. 


Reed A. Dillon of the CAA 


said the brain could do the 
work of 200 men. 


Its purpose will be to free 


control staff men of many me- 
chanical and figuring functions 
and allow them more time to 
make decisions. 


CAA officials said about 54 of 


the machines will be in use on 
American airways by 1960.

Young people are vitally needed as scientific 


investigators if we are to conquer the major dis- 
eases and approach closer to the goal of universal 
good health, the Warren County Heart Associa- 
tion says, announcing publication of an eight- 
page booklet entitled "Decision for Research." 


Publication of the booklet is part of a Heart 


Association campaign to recruit many more 
"young, capable, energetic minds" for research in 
the medical and biological sciences. The shortage 
of young people entering medical research has 
been termed critical by Heart Association offi- 
cials. 


The booklet, copies of which are available 


on request to the Warren County Heart Asso- 
ciation, Room 703, Warren Bank & Trust, urges 
science-minded teen-agers to take stock and con- 
sider whether they are cut out for research 
careers. Students are counseled to ask them- 
selves whether.they like to learn things for their 
own sake; whether they are patient, persistent 
and original in work, and whether they can ac- 
cept failure in experimentation as well as suc- 
cess.

Here's a ditty about "miss- 


ing husbands" going the rounds 
of exchanges right now: "Eco- 
nomic conditions, not 'the other 
woman,' are strong factors in 
the matter of disappearing hus- 
bands," says Dan Eisenberg, 
President of Tracers Company 
of America. He ought to know 
because his company was as- 
signed to search for more than 
65,000 errant spouses during the 
past 34 years. Husbands seemed 
content to stay home during 
the silk-shirt era of the 1920's. 
There were no financial pres- 
sures then. The Arabian tent- 
folding act really started in the 
depression days of the 1930's 
and reached its peak in 1940 
when 25,000 missing husbands 
were reported. World War II 
just about halted the runaways. 
Postwar years*— good years, 
with high salaries and plenty 
of work kept husbands close to 
the fireside and their families. 
This continued until early 1956, 
when a rise was again noted. 
Tracers Company recently com- 
pleted a nationwide 
survey, 


with the amazing result — a 
55% increase over 1957. 
Al- 


ready, during t h e first six 
months of this year, 8,650 hus- 
bands have taken off for parts 
unknown. A further breakdown 
on the subject shows the age 
range of these husbands to be: 
Age: 20 to 30—2.8%, 30 to 40— 
15.2%, 40 to 50—74,4 r/r, 50 to 
60—5.6 c/c, Over 60—2 0 % • Prov- 
ing again that "foity is the 
dangerous age."

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Eisenhower's decision 
to 


broadcast to the nation tonight on 
the Far East crisis comes after 
Secretary of State Dulles' admis- 
sion the public%as not been ade- 
quately informed on the situation. 


Many people have wondered 


why this country gives the appear- 
ance of readiness to fight Red 
China if it attacks the small Que- 
moy and Matsu islands, held by 
Chiang Kai-shek's Nationalist Chi- 
nese just a few miles off the China 
coast. 


The basic question is and has 


been: Are they worth fighting for? 


But more than lack of informa- 


tion on this critical question is 
involved. There has been confu- 
sion. 


Dulles himself caused some of 


it at Newport/ R.I., last week by 
speaking to reporters as secretary 
of state one minute and the next 
as a "high official" who sounded 
tougher than Dulles when he was 
speaking as secretary. 


This left the public wondering 


who was sounding tougher than 
Dulles and Eisenhower on a ques- 
tion which might involve this coun- 
try in war. 


Xev'Fmen were bound by ground 


rules not to identify the "high 
official" as Dulles, but the secre- 
tary since has agreed to let him- 
self be named as the source. 


In all lairness — this writer 


believe5- — some newsmen -\vho 
listened in ;he "high official" must 
bear responsibility for part of the 
confusion. They wrote a much 
tougher 
inioi-pretation 
into his 


words than the words themselves 
expressed. 


This is the background leading 


ap to tonight's talk by Eisenhow- 
ar: 


Last Thursday Dulles visited the 


President at his Newport vacation 
headquarters, then he came out 
and, 
under his own identity, read 


to newsmen a 900-word statement 
approved by Eisenhower. 


This was the official American 


position on this country's relation 
to Quemoy and Matsu and what 
the United States would do if they 
were attacked. It actually added 
little or nothing to what was al- 
ready known. 


It was deliberately vague. Sim- 


ply, it said Eisenhower hadn't yet 
decided what to do. Although this 
left the American public guessing, 
it also left the Chinese Commu- 
nists guessing. 


But Dulles, having finished this 


formal statement, then conducted 
what is known as a background 
conference. This means that news- 
men understand they are not to 
identify by name the government 
official who talks to them. 


Standing behind this screen of 


anonymity, Dulles went a little 
further than what he had just 
read. 


He was asked if the vague but 


official 
statement 
meant 
the 


United Stales would fight in de- 
fense of Quemoy and Matsu it 
Chiang's men couldn't hold them. 
Dulles, in his role as a "high offi- 
cial," said: "That is the indication 
of this thing." 


He quickly added that he didn't 


want to go beyond the official 
statement. Some newsmen inter- 
preted his words as saying the 
administration had made up its 
mind to defend the islands al- 
though the official statement said 
Eisenhower hadn't made up his 
mind.

Covered bridges, those legend- 


filled fixtures from early Amer- 
ica, are losing the battle with 
time. By 1930 the last of them 
had disappeared from many 
parts of the country. A few still 
stand in some other sections. 
N e w England — Connecticut, 
Vermont, New Hampshire—has 
preserved its most scenic spans. 
But today's king of covered 
bridge states probably is Penn- 
sylvania. While it loses a dozen 
or so to each passing year, 
Pennsylvania still claims more 
than 400 covered bridges. And 
Pennsylvania's t o p covered- 
bridge county Is Somerset, a 
county 
of prosperous 
farms 


among rolling hills and rushing 
streams. As many as five cov- 
ered bridges can be found on 
a single stream in Somerset. 
Laurel Hill Creek, for instance, 
a fine trout stream -with head- 
waters at Bakersville and emp- 
tying into Casselmna River at 
the town of Confluence, has 
the Upper and Lower Humbert 
covered bridges, the Metzler 
-Bridge, King's Bridge and Bar- 
ronvale Bridge. Somerset folk 
take their bridges seriously and 
work at preserving them, prob- 
ably it is because they are 
mostly craft-conscious 
Dutch 


who revere the kind of work- 
manship that has kept the 
bridges standing longer than 
they remember. As an 81-year- 
old farmer said, "I can mind 
my father telling about the 
bridge 
builders. 
They 
were1 


tradesmen, 
like millers and 


wheelwrights. They built floors 
and sides of hand-chipped hem- 
lock, oak and spruce, and roofs 
of hand-rived pine shingles. No 
iron rails to rust out in those 
bridges; Just wooden 'tunnels' 
soaked in oil. They worked as 
long as three years to put up 
a bridge."

The influx of students into the 


labor force in June sent that 
month's total unemployed to a re- 
cession peak of 5V2 million. 


There are stiH two million more 


persons out of work than a year 
ago. While increased industrial 
output has called some back to 
jobs most of the gain in production 
has been accomplished either by 
greater productivity through the 
use of better equipment or by 
lengthening of the work week. 


The real test of the employment 


trend will show up this month and 
next 


If the auto industry comes to 


terms with its workers and there 
is no strike, employment figures 
should rise reasonally and the re- 
covery should get up enough mo- 
mentum to whittle- at the disheart- 
ening total of the jobless. 


Speeding up of work on the new 


models this month and next — 
barring a labor stoppage—should 
send employment sharply upward. 


For factory workers with jobs, 


the summer has seen a slow in- 
crease in the number of hours 
worked. The average factory work 
week is still below last year's fig- 
ure but is gradually pulling up 
toward 40 hours again. 


This, 
coupled with wage .in- 


creases in some industries, has 
increased their take-home pay and 
has helped keep the total of con- 
sumer spending at a fairly high 
level. 


Partly because of this, many 


merchants are turning very opti- 
mistic about fall and Christmas 
trade. Their supplies report a. 
jump in reordering.

momentous issue of how fast pub- 
lic school integration must move 
ahead. 


The precise legal issue is a. nar- 


row one — whether a plan ol inte- 
gration, once in operation, may 
lawfully be suspended because of 
popular opposition to it But the 
impact of the court's ruling is cer- 
tain to be far reaching. 


Specifically, the court will de- 


termine whether Little Rock's 
Central High School must readmit 
Negro students, whose attendance 
there last year brought on violence 
and the subsequent use of troops. 


But the decision, whatever it is, 


will throw out guidelines to federal 
district 
judges grappling else- 


where with the vexing problem of 
applying the high court's 1935 com- 
mand for "all deliberate speed" 
XQ integrating schools. 


Any delay for Little Rock could 


mean more time for other areas of 
the Southland in their bitter stand 
against having Negroes and whites 
go to school together.

NEW YORK (AP) — "That tele- 


vision camera has a tendencey to 
make you appear square-shaped," 


i says Ginger Rogers, who is not 
1 in the least square-shaped. 


"It 
can 
play some 
awfully 


naughty tricks on a woman." She 
cannot recall, however, that it has 
played distorting tricks on her. 


"If it isn't at the right angle, 


you can look awfully bad," con- 
cludes Miss Rogers, who looks 
very good from any angle. 


Despite these feminine reserva- 


tions, she is not worried about her 
first television program, in which 
she will appear as a singing, danc- 
ing hostess instead of as a guest. 
CBS-TV will present the special 
hour show Oct. 15. 


Her confidence is based prin- 


cipally on the fact that the pro- 
gram will be produced and direct- 
ed by Bob Banner as his first 
CBS production after leaving the 
Dinah Shore Show. Banner, says 
Miss Rogers, is acutely aware of 
the dirty tricks a TV camera can 
play on a woman—and he makes 
sure it doesn't.

television, she says. 


"You're completely at the mercy 


of the cameramen. If they aren't 
on target, they can louse you up 
badly.
